Parents of Soldier Killed in Action 
to Put Flowers on Grave Each 
Remaining Day of Their

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—Captain 
Edward McClure Peters of Brook- 
lyn, sailed today on the French 
liner Chicago to join his wife in 
Toul. France, where they will 
spend their remaining days near 
the grave of their‘only son. 

The son was an American sol- 
dier, Captain Edward McClure 
Peters Jr.. commander of a First 
Division machine gun company. 
While the First Division was get- 
ting its baptism of fire along the 
new American front which in those 
days skirted Toul, Nancy and Bac- 
carat, he was killed in March, 
1918. Thev buried him in the 
American cemetery at Thieacourt, 
only a few kilémeters 6m Toul. 

Young Capt. Peters’ mother’ 
journeyed to France recently to 
visit his grave.
